To the School Board and Citizens of New Durham: 

I herewith submit my annual report as superin- 
tendent of your public schools. j 

For the school year ending June 30, 1923, the num- 
ber of pupils registered was 59—29 boys and 30 girls. 
Grade I had 12; grade II, 4; grade III, 10; grade LV, 6; 
orade V, 10; grade VI, 6; grade VII, 7; grade VIII, 4. 
Number of visits by school board members was 12; by the 
superintendent, 41; by citizens, 61. 

liiprovements 

A new hardwood fioor was laid in the Ridge school 
building and some other necessary repairs were made. 
Also new seats were installed so that the schoolhouse 
now is in very good condition. 

: New ventilating heaters were installed at the 
Plains rooms and they are working well. The problem 
of enough heat and constant fresh air is settled. 

The South building needs to be painted inside and 
out to make it in first-class condition. Possibly the 
school fund’s balance this vear will leave enough to do 
that work. 
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Progress 

We are now in a position to state that in all 
probability no district in the state is getting more good 
returns for the money invested than is New Durham. 
This is true with reference to the teachers, buildings, 
grounds, school work, health, hot lunches, hand work, 
social, interest of parents and citizens, school entertain- 
ments, plays and games, and graduations. Visit the 
schools often and observe for yourselves. 

School Costs 

The cost of the schools this year does not vary 
much from last year. The needs for money will be much 
the same for the year to come. You will notice the in- 
creased amount of the Equalization Fund for the pres- 
ent year. That will save the deficiency we might have. 
had. We get nearly 41,000 more from the state than we 
did last year. There is likely to be a little balance June 
30, 1924. The amount we may receive from the state 
for 1924-1925 is likely to be a little less than this year. 

The *5.00 tax for State Aid items and the usual 
amount for the other items ought to be sufficient for 
next year. 

We are yet somewhat behind on text books, maga- 
zines, supplementary reading and school applances to 
do the best work, but since we are making some advances 
each year, we may be pretty well satisfied. 

Conclusion 

I have a greater appreciation than ever for the 
hearty cooperation of all those who are making the New 
Durham schools so successful.
